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District council more than doubles 
pleasure boat owner’s concession

A SEATON pleasure boat owner 
says an increased East Devon Dis¬ 
trict Council (EDDC) concession fee 
constitutes “financial intimida¬ 
tion”, which prevents him from run¬ 
ning his business. 

EDDC has defended the increase,

saying the previous fee was set a 
long time ago and was no longer at 
a realistic level. 

Brian Sanderson, pictured below, 
has operated boats from Axmouth 
and Seaton beaches for several 
years, offering sightseeing and fish¬ 
ing trips. 

He lost his boat in a storm during 
winter 2013/14, but has now ac¬ 
quired a new one. 

In 2014 his annual 
concession fee to oper¬ 
ate from Seaton beach 
was £240 plus VAT per 
annum. 

Mr Sanderson said he 
couldn’t believe his 
eyes when he received 
a proposed contract 
from EDDC that would 
see him pay £600 plus 
VAT per annum plus a 
£100 deposit for a re¬ 
newal. 

He said: “I have the 
boat ready to go, but I 
can’t bring it onto the 
beach because I can’t 
afford that sort of 
money. It is financial 
intimidation.” 

Mr Sanderson has 
written to EDDC, say¬ 
ing: “At Beer there 
were facilities with my 
concession - including 


parking, electricity to run the 
winch and running water to clean 
the vessel with.

“I left Beer and moved to Seaton 
in 2005 and in that time the council 
has offered absolutely no facilities 
whatsoever in relation to my con¬ 
cession. 

“An increase of 400 per cent is not 
going to influence anyone to apply 
for a concession. 



“If the council was to put some fa¬ 
cilities on Seaton beach, then there 
would be some basis for a very mod¬ 
erate increase in fees. 

“I fear that if there is no resolution 
to this, I will have to think very se¬ 
riously of terminating my conces¬ 
sion on Seaton beach - and 
whatever little revenue I bring in 
will be lost to both myself and 
Seaton. 

“Even with one boat on Seaton 
beach, it is still an attraction and 
still brings tourism revenue into 
Seaton.” 

He had not received a reply at the 
time of going to press, but in a di¬ 
rect statement to Putman’s View 
from Seaton & Colyton, a council 
spokesperson said: “Mr Sanderson 
has submitted an application for a 
new concession to operate a passen¬ 
ger boat from Seaton beach. 

“As part of the process, the conces¬ 
sion fee was compared to other con¬ 
cession fees charged both at Seaton 
and other beaches in the district. 

“The previous fee paid by Mr 
Sanderson was set several years ago 
and is no longer considered a real¬ 
istic charge. 

“The proposed concession would 
allow Mr Sanderson to operate a 
business from Seaton beach all year 
round and as such the proposed fee, 
which equates to £50 per month, is 
not considered excessive.”

Enterprise 
Zone plan a 
‘win-win’ for 
business in 
East Devon

AN ‘enterprise zone’ between Exeter and East 
Devon has moved a step closer after Devon 
County Council and East Devon District Council 
agreed a deal in principal. 

The two council signed a Memorandum of Un¬ 
derstanding to establish the partnership and the 
creation of the enterprise zone has been called a 
“win-wi”’ by East Devon District Council Leader 
Paul Diviani. 

Each council discussed the memorandum at 
their respective cabinet meetings and agreed the 
move which would boost business across four 
sites - Skypark, Science Park, Cranbrook town 
centre and the Airport Business Park extension. 

The Exeter and East Devon Enterprise Zone 
would be in place for 25 years and worth an esti¬ 
mated £10m per year. 

The zone would provide a range of incentives to 
attract and support businesses that are setting up 
or growing, including a five-year business rate 
reduction funded by the Government which 
could be worth up to £275,000.

Additional business rates generated from 
within the zone will be reinvested locally to fur¬ 
ther support economic growth. This will help to 
ensure the future success of the zone alongside 
working with partners such as the Heart of the 
South West LEP. 

The councils also approved a Business Rates Re¬ 
lief Policy in order to avoid any potential nega¬ 
tive impacts. 

The policy ensures that only those businesses 
that are genuinely expanding can relocate to the 
zone and safeguards against the potential for 
companies to be displaced from other parts of the 
county. Existing businesses in Devon would need 
to provide evidence that there is no appropriate 
expansion space available at their current sites. 

For those businesses already trading in the 



zone, they would receive discretionary rate relief 
if they are looking for larger premises to expand 
their turnover or workforce or both. 

Councillor Andrew Leadbetter, Devon County 
Council Cabinet Member for Economy and 
Growth, said: “Enterprise Zones are useful for 
supporting the development of new jobs and busi¬ 
nesses by attracting inward investment. As 
landowner of Skypark and Science Park, Devon 
County Council has a role to ensure these sites 
benefit from potential funding. The designation 
of the Enterprise Zone has the potential to accel¬ 
erate growth through the delivery of key sites in 
the Growth Point and developing centres of ex¬ 
cellence.” 

Councillor Diviani, said: “The Exeter and East 
Devon Enterprise Zone is a ‘Win-Win’. It further 
enhances our attractiveness to businesses and in¬ 
vestors whilst giving us local control to reinvest 
the funds raised to further promote growth right 
here. The Memorandum of Understanding and 
related policies then also provides us with the 
framework and reassurance that all partners will 
be better off as a result of the creation of the En¬ 
terprise Zone.” 

Steve Hindley, Chair of the Heart of the South 
West Local Enterprise Partnership (HotSW LEP) 
added: “Having announced the successful Heart 
of the South West Enterprise Zone (EZ) bid to 
government in November last year, we are de¬ 
lighted that Devon and East Devon Councils are 
driving this project forward.” 

Both East Devon District Council and Devon 
County Council and partner agencies will now 
continue work on the implementation plan for 
the zone, before it is signed off with the Heart of 
the South West Local Enterprise Partnership. 

The Heart of the South West LEP is a voluntary 
partnership between local authorities and busi¬ 
nesses and is looking to devolve power from 
Whitehall to local authorities in Devon and Som¬ 
erset.

Arthur disappeared from his home in Membury, 
near Axminster. 

The letter, read out by presenter Holly 
Willoughby, said: “To mum and dad. I have run 
away because I am bored of my life. 

“Please do not try to find me or make me come 
home. 

“I don’t know how long I will be away for but it 
won’t be longer than a year. 

“You will find my school uniform in a bin bag 
in a small barn in the field on the green down the 
road at Membury Church. 

“My bike is chained to the fence and there is a 
spare key to the lock of the window. 

“Please apologise to the restaurant and tell 
them that I will no longer be able to work there. 

“I know you will be upset but please understand 
that I have to do this. 

“From Arthur.” 

His mother explained to viewers that Arthur 
might have been feeling a bit anxious because his 
sister had just started university and he wasn’t 
looking forward to being at home on his own. 

The 15-year-old had an amount of cash when he 
left home, but did not take his passport, phone or 
bank card. 

Arthur went missing after leaving his family 
home in the morning of Tuesday, September 6th 
and failed to turn up at Colyton Grammar School. 

He is described as white, 5ft 4in tall, of slight 
build with short, light 
brown hair. 

Arthur may now 
have considerably 
shorter hair, possibly 
shaven.

♦ Social media giant Facebook is now helping po¬ 
lice. Reports in national media said that Face- 
book refused to help with the investigation, citing 
privacy concerns, and Arthur’s parents were 
quoted saying they wrote to Facebook about six 
times asking for details of his Facebook activity 
just before he disappeared, to no avail. 

It has been suggested that Arthur’s Facebook 
account has been active since his disappearance 
although he left his smartphone at home. 

Devon and Cornwall Police is reported to have 
confirmed that Facebook has declined requests to 
investigate Arthur’s social media activity. But 
when asked by Putman’s View on Monday morn¬ 
ing, Devon and Cornwall Police issued a state¬ 
ment saying: “Devon and Cornwall Police have 
contacted Facebook and they are assisting with 
enquiries.” 

Facebook was under increasing pressure to co¬ 
operate. MP John Mann (Lab), who serves on the 
Treasury Select Committee, and former Home 
Secretary Jack Straw were amongst people to 
criticise Facebook and demand a change of pol¬ 
icy.

NEARLY 3,000 visits have been made 
to a new web site for Devon's military 
service leavers, veterans, reservists 
and their families in the first four 
months since its launch. 

The most visited web pages have 
been for information about housing, 
support for military families, about em¬ 
ployment, and health matters. 

The Devon Forces Family web site - 
www.devonforcesfamily.org.uk - was 
launched in July by Devon County 
Council as an online directory of ser¬ 
vices, a one-stop-shop, and supports 
all people connected with the armed 
forces. 

It's been developed in consultation 
with veterans and professionals 
working with people in the armed 
forces. 

It has been produced partly in re¬ 
sponse to a review in 2014, a Health 
Needs Assessment, that found that 
while most of the 107,000 veterans liv¬ 
ing in Devon made smooth transitions 
into civilian life, about 15 per cent have a 
complex mix of physical and mental 
health needs. 

This can affect family life and has 


sometimes led to offending behaviour 
and imprisonment. 

It's long been recognised that people 
in the armed forces, and their families, 
experience a unique set of factors as a 
consequence of their time in the ser¬ 
vices, which carry through to civilian life. 

Risks to life or of injury, as well as 
armed services’ lifestyle of frequent 
moves and disruption, all have an im¬ 
pact on individuals and their families. 

A lack of familiarity about civilian ser¬ 
vices, and in some cases stigma, also 
prevents many veterans and their fam¬ 
ilies from accessing health care, finding 
suitable housing, gaining employment 
or joining social groups. 

Former serviceman and Devon 
County Councillor, Roger Croad, Lead 
Member for the Armed Forces 
Covenant, said: “It's interesting that the 
most visited web pages since the 
launch of the web site are for informa¬ 
tion about housing, support for families, 
employment and health matters. 

“It's a measure, in a crude way, of 
what some of the major challenges are 
for people who have come out of the 
armed forces, and reservists, and their

families, as they adjust to civilian life. 

“It's right that we remember all those, 
living, as well as those who have given 
their lives for our country, and recog¬ 
nise the difficulties that their experi¬ 
ences have left them and their families. 

“Information and support available to 
the Armed Forces Community has 
sometimes not been easy to find, and 
listed across various websites. 

“Through this dedicated website, we 
hope to make it quick and easy for our 
military service leavers, veterans, re¬ 
servists and their families in Devon, 
Plymouth and Torbay, to access the 
services and support they need, and ul¬ 
timately improve their health and well¬ 
being." 

The web site is funded by the Armed 
Forces Community Covenant Fund, 
which is a promise from the nation to all 
those who serve. 

It says that we as a nation will do all we 
can to ensure that people in, or who 
have left the Armed Forces, and their 
families, are treated fairly and are not 
disadvantaged in their day-to-day 
lives.

Composting groups could be hit 
if recycling changes are agreed 


COMMUNITY composting 
groups will be hit if proposed 
changes at Devon County Coun¬ 
cil household waste recycling 
centres are agreed. 

The council has begun a public 
consultation, and a spokesper¬ 
son said: “The changes include 
length restrictions on vehicles 
using the sites, charging for the 
disposal of all plastic construc¬ 
tion and demolition DIY waste 
and an amendment to the list of 
non-acceptable wastes. 

“Changes are also proposed to 
ensure that the amount DCC 


pays community groups to com¬ 
post waste is comparable with 
the authority’s own composting 
costs.” 

Currently, discretionary recy¬ 
cling credits are paid to 25 com¬ 
munity composting groups 
across the county. This scheme 
avoids the waste being com¬ 
posted by the council and pro¬ 
vides a useful material which is 
used as a soil conditioner. 

Currently the credit rate varies 
from £49-£58 per tonne depend¬ 
ing on the volume composted 
but, from April 2017, the council 


proposes a lower rate in line 
with the national average of £25 
per tonne. 

Councillor Roger Croad, 
Devon County Council’s Cabi¬ 
net Member for the Environ¬ 
ment, said: “We, of course, want 
to continue to support commu¬ 
nity groups but it is hard to jus¬ 
tify continuing to pay a higher 
rate to community groups when 
the council could manage this 
waste more cheaply.”

New status for golf club 


AXE Cliff Golf Club has 
achieved Community Amateur 
Sports Club (CASC) status. 

Lease holders Jill and Simon 
Wellington says CASC status is 
an added boost that will help 
them take the club to the next 
level. 

They praised staff, members 
and volunteers for helping 
them out during what they 
describe as a ‘roller-coaster 
ride’. 

CASC status means manda¬ 
tory business rate relief, Gift 
Aid on donations and certain 
corporation tax benefits. 

The scheme was introduced 
in 2002 as an option for sports 
clubs to register with HMRC to 
receive charity-type tax reliefs 
provided certain criteria are 
met. 

As previously reported, Jill 
and Simon had just joined the 
club when it came close to clo¬ 
sure in 2014. 

They ended up as the new 
lease holders and have put in 
both time and money to get 
the club back on track. 

Both admit it has been a 
struggle at times, but Mr 
Wellington said: “We feel we are 
going in the right direction.” 

Mr Wellington added: “The 
overall message is that we 
have every other aspect oper¬ 
ating much as we would like it, 
with plenty of playing visitors 
and golf societies. 

“On the club side we have 
hikers stopping off the Jurassic 
walk for refreshments, as well 


as townsfolk driving up for light 
lunches. Our online reviews 
have been superb both on and 
off the course. 

“The course looks fantastic 
now and the members and 
staff have always been compli¬ 
mented on their friendliness. 

“All the raw materials, includ¬ 
ing the location, are set and 
ready. 

“We have got that side of it 
right but none of that can fully 
make up for golf memberships. 

“With 140 full members we 
are competing against clubs 
the same size as ours who all 
have a minimum of 450 full golf 
members each and they still 
have to carefully balance the 
books! 


“We have asked Binden Es¬ 
tate (the landlord) to treat us 
with ‘kid gloves’ whilst we try 
to make the club viable again.” 

One of the highlights this 
year was the club’s annual 
ladies open, which usually at¬ 
tracts about 40 players. 

But the Wellingtons and their 
team were taken by surprise 
this year and forced to act with 
short notice. 

Mr Wellington said that about 
100 players came, and added: 
“We had to close off the appli¬ 
cations. 

“We have room in our club 
house for around 50-60 peo¬ 
ple, so we had to buy a mar¬ 
quee for all the extra compe¬ 
titors.”

BOB Musgrave returned to 
Axminster Probus Club to tell 
their November meeting more 
of the fascinating facts he has 
discovered about inn signs.

His illustrated talk on this oc¬ 
casion concentrated on central 
London where he had found a 
lot of familiar names along with 
a number of'one offs'. 

'The Marquess of Granby' is a 
common title because, as a 
leader of the British army, he 
donated the equivalent of 
£5,000,000 in today's money to 
help troops made redundant 
when forces were reduced. 

Many of the ex-soldiers be¬ 
came publicans and named 
their pubs to show their grati¬ 
tude. 

Nell Gwynne, Nellie Dean, 
Marie Lloyd and Robin Hood 
are some of the familiar names 
to be found outside London 
pubs and Bob recounted a 
story for each sign he por¬ 


trayed. He has been taking the 
photographs for a number of 
years, many of them using a 
traditional camera which re¬ 
quired careful focussing. 

On one occasion it took three 
reckless ventures into busy 
dual carriageway traffic to get 
his shot! 

In response to a Probus mem¬ 
ber's question as to whether 
anyone had ever been killed by 
a falling sign, Bob recounted 
that one instance where five 
people were killed by one sign 
led to a law limiting their size, 
which is why they are all virtu¬ 
ally the same size today.

looks like an annual waste of between £36M and £55M. 

3. At the same time the document proposes closing 
71 community beds and from page 17 treating the same 
188 patients for an annual cost saving of £2.976M. 

4. Clearly the most cost-effective result is to retain 
all 142 community beds. Fill 71 with ‘bed blockers’ 
funded by the £2.976M, to free up the acute beds as 
this is where the cost savings really start to kick in as 
well as reducing waiting times.

History: Ever wondered how Pudsey got his 
name? Read about over half a century of BBC 
Children in Need, our annual Appeal Night 
telethons, and discover just how much money 
we'll be giving to UK charities this year. 

The BBC's first ever broadcast appeal for chil¬ 
dren was a five-minute radio broadcast on Christ¬ 
mas Day in 1927. The response was phenomenal 
and it raised £1,143 18s 3d which was split be¬ 
tween 4 prominent children's charities. 

The first televised appeal was the 1955 'Chil¬ 
dren's Hour Christmas Appeal', presented by 
Sooty and Harry Corbett. The Christmas Day Ap¬ 
peals continued on TV and radio right up until 
1979, raising a total of £625,836. 

The presenters included Terry Hall, Eamonn 
Andrews, Leslie Crowther, Michael Aspel and 


the rising star of the Radio 2 Breakfast Show - 
Terry Wogan - who made his debut appearance 
in 1978. 

In 1980 the appeal was broadcast on BBC One 
in a new telethon format, hosted by Terry with 
Sue Lawley and Esther Rantzen. The telethon 
was the brainchild of Mark Patterson, who went 
on to be the Executive Producer for nine years. 
It captured the public's imagination to such an ex¬ 
tent that the donations increased dramatically and 
broke the million mark for the very first time. 

Terry Wogan remained the the telethon's main¬ 
stay until 2014, and was joined by a diverse line¬ 
up over the years that included Joanna Lumley, 
Sue Cook, John Craven, Andi Peters, Gaby 
Roslin, Natasha Kaplinsky, Tess Daly and Feame 
Cotton.

MARVELLOUS MINCE PIES 


PAUL Hollywood prefers melt-in-the-mouth pas¬ 
try for his fruity mince pies, so this recipe is nice 
and short 
PREP: 45 MINS 
COOK: 15 MINS 
SERVES: 16 
Ingredients: 

1 large jar mincemeat (about 600g) 

2 satsuma, segmented 

1 apple, finely chopped 
zest 1 lemon 

little icing sugar, for dusting 
For the pastry 
375g plain flour 
260g unsalted butter, softened 


125g caster sugar, plus extra for sprinkling 
1 large egg, plus 1 beaten egg for glazing 

Instructions: 

Place the flour and butter in a bowl and rub to¬ 
gether to a crumb consistency. Add the sugar and 
the egg, and mix together. Tip out onto a lightly 
floured surface and fold until the pastry comes to¬ 
gether, be careful not to over mix. Wrap the pastry 
in cling film and chill for 10 mins. 

Scoop the mincemeat into a bowl and add the sat- 
sumas, apple and zest. 

Heat oven to 220C/200C fan/gas 7. Roll out the 
pastry to 3mm thick. Using a round cutter (about 
10cm), cut out 16 bases and place them into muffin 
trays. Put 11/2 tbsp mincemeat mixture into each. 

Brush the edge of each pie with 
a little beaten egg. Re-roll out 
the pastry to cut 7cm lids and 
press them on top to seal. Glaze 
with the rest of the egg, sprinkle 
with caster sugar, then make a 
small cut in the tops. 

Bake mince pies for 15-20 
mins until golden brown. Leave 
to cool before releasing them 
from the muffin trays and dust¬ 
ing with icing sugar. Serve.

AUDI design is even more be¬ 
coming in black - this appears 
to be the opinion of an ever in¬ 
creasing number of UK cus¬ 
tomers choosing Black Edition 
versions of their preferred 
Audi model, prompting more 
widespread integration of the 
dark tinted specification op¬ 
tion to include the latest A3 
and S3, TT and TT Roadster, 
S6 and S7 Sportback models. 
Available from this month, 
these new variants join the 
first ever Black Edition version 
of the Q3 compact SUV, which 
has also just come on stream. 

In the A3 three-door, five- 
door Sportback and Saloon 
ranges Black Edition specifi¬ 
cation is offered as a step up 
from the top S line trim. It 
brings special 18-inch 10- 
spoke alloy wheels with a
